New Tork, Dae IS.— Prom praaent 
iadlcatlona It is extremely unlikely 
that any attempt will be made to ub 
tain ball for Mrs. Chadwick. who has 
been In tbe Tombs since last Thurs 
day night, on a charge of aiding and 
abetting iMiOi offlciala in the embes 
ilamant of |1S,500. She was held un 
der $15,000 ball. A person, who Is 
in a position to know tbe various 
moves in the Chadwick caaa. In an llh 
terview said, Sunday: 

"Deapite all raporta to the contrary, 
no aetlTO altorta hava been made to 
obtain bail for Mra. Chadwick in this 
city. There are plenty of people here 
who would alKn her bond if asked, but 
the fact is. It is not deemed advisable 
for Mrs. Chadwick to leave tlie city 
priaon at praaent If aha ware feleaa- 
ed on bail the tovemment could de 
mand 24 hours in which to examine 
her surety. Meanwhile the govern 
ment attorneys could telegraph the 
Cleveland authorities and before the 
24 houra lud expired could have addi 
tlonal ehargea a«it hare, ao that it 
would ba necaaaarjr to proeura ne^ 
bail. 

Cenfllet af Authority Might Come Up 

"Thia proeaedura could be carried 
out as long aa the govemment ofBcials 
thought they had charges. Again 
there might come a conflict in author- 
ity. A county ^rand jury might find 
an indictment against Mrs. Chadwick 
and then the matter of extradition 
wftoM ooma tp ta a dlffaraat Ught 
from any yet anggeated. 

"I am of the opinion that Mrs. Chad 
wick will remain quietly in the Tomlw 
for the present. The examination ia 
set for next Saturday before United 
Stataa Conuniaaionar Shields. If fur 
ther oontlnuance ahould not be asked 
by oonnae} on either' side, the commls 
sloner would listen to the evidence 
with a view to determining whether or 
not Mrs. Chadwick shouM ba held for 
the federal grand jury. 
Or. OdadNirtali'a Wharaabauto Unmawn 

"It is not believed that a deciaion 
will be reached that day. Indeed, it Is 
very possible that it will be some time 
befort the matter is definitely decided. 
In case Mrs. Chadwick is held for the 
federal grand Jury it ia not^ at all un- 
likely that one of the greatest legal 
battlaa fought in years will follow." 

FV>r several (days it has been rumor- 
ed that Dr. Leroy S. Chadwick was 
either in Paris, Berlin or lirussels, but 
an investigation by a press representa- 
tive in those places failed to reveal 
hie preaenea, although many lettera 
are awaiting the physician at the Ho- 
tel Metropole, Brussels, where he is a 
regular patron.

Cleveland, O., Dec. 12. — According to 
tho most accurate estimate of the (>8- 
tate of Mrs. Chadwick that is possible, 
before the receiver has investigated 
her assets and reported bia findings 
to tba ebort. bar creditors as a whole 
will reoaive about one and one-half 
mills on the dollar. What lends addi- 
tional interest to this showing, from 
tbe creditors' standpoint, is that one 
man, Irl Reynolds, will receive tbe 
whole of the aaaeta visible at tha prea 
aat time.

Secretary Irl Reynolds, of the Wade 
Park bank, declared Sunday night that 
hia implicit belief in tha auiamanU 
made to him by Mra. Ohadwlek in 
whieh she declared herself to be the 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie, was tbe 
Impelling cause ot bla flnaacial daal* 
Inp with her, 

"She told me," said Mr. Reynolds, 
"that she waa tha lUagitimata daugh- 
ter or Andrew Cam0gta.'and I believ- 
ed her. I never doubted her story un- 
til on the occasion of my last visit to 
New '\(irl%, when .VIr. Sijuire came to 
me and declared tliat all the securities 
she had given ma aa tha notaa of An- 
drew Carnegie were worthleaa. ft was 
only then that I dofabted her. Before 
that I had refused to say anything 
about her or her affairs because I 
deemed it my duty to protect her in 
the story of her birth as she had give 
it to ma. 

Mrs. Chadwick's Methods. 
"I never once doubted her until I 
was shown the securities she gave me 
were worthless; after that, of course, 
I could not' ballava bar any more. 
When she told me the atory of being 
the daughter of Andrew Carnegie, her 
husband. Dr. Chadwick, was present, 
and he believed the story as I did. The 
stories of her giving large sums of 
^oney to her husband are, false. He 
la now in Borapa, and la peBnlleaa. 

"Just to ahow the methods of Mrs. 
Chadwick, I will tell of what she of- 
fered to <ii) fiir ino about one year ago. 
She came to me in my office here and 
said that she was grateful for all that 
I had done for her, and that aha wish- 
ed me to accept a present from her. 
She then offered me $100,<|00 in four 
notes of $25,000 each. The notes were 
drawn by her, and she declared that 
they were as good as gold. They may 
have been, for I know that bar notes 
for similar amoiwts had bean nego- 
tiated in banks in this city and had 
been taken up at maturity. Of co\irse, 
as an officer of the bank, I could not 
accept such a gift."

Hawk lost their lives Saturday night 
after deserting their vessel which had 
struck and was pounding heavily on 
Peaked Hill bars at the north end of 
Capa Ood. riva othara, including 
Capt. Bly, who foHowed their four 
companions over the side, had a se 
vere six hours tussle against a freez 
ing sea and gale in a small dory, but 
managed to reach Provlncetown har- 
bor. The deaths and suffering would 
have been avoided had aU stayed by 
their vessel, which had a miraculous 
escape and four hours later was safely 
aaakOfad in Provlncetown harbor 
•chooner Stranded. 
Norfblk, Va., Dec. 12.— The three- 
masted schooner Montana, Capt. 
Boyce, from New York for Charleston, 
S. C, with a cargo of salt (or probably 
coal), stranded at 11 p. m. Saturday 
night at Pea lalaad, N. C, life saving 
station. 60 miles north of Capt Hat- 
teras. during a heavy northerly gale. 
Within 20 minutes after the vessel 
stranded she was so full of water that 
the crew, consisting of Capt. Boyce 
and s^ men, were forced to take to 
the rigging, where they remained un 
til 2 p. m. Sunday, when six of the 
sevefl men were rescued by crews of 
Pea Island. New Inlet and Bodies la 
land life saving stations. One man, 
Henry Edwards, was frozen to death 
and waa.laahed in the rigging in such 
a manner that he could not be reached 
and his body Is still aboard the ship, 
hanging in the rigging, head down- 
ward. 

The rescued crew are now at the 
Pea Island life aavlng station. Great 
dllBculty was experienced in landing 
the crew owing to the fact that the 

vessel had sunk and a heavy sea was 
running at the time. The freezing 
weather hampered the work of rescue 
and the seamen were so overcome by 
exposure and exhaustion that only two 
of tha men in the rigging were able to 
assist in hauling the whip line aboard 
the vessel. 

Pasaengers in a Panic. 
New York, Dae. IS.— With her bow 
stove in, the marine telegraph disa- 
bled and forward windlass twisted, the 
Belgravia. of the Hamburg- .Vmerican 
line, arrived from Cuxhaven Sunday 
with tales of a six-hour experience in 
a hurricane that threw 1,200 of her 
1,670 steerage passengers into a panic 
December 6. The 1,200 Polish and 
Russian refugees were sent here 
by London societies. According to 
Capt. Magin, on Tuesday afternoon the 
Belgravia ran into a hurricane, the 
force of which could not be measured 
by the wind registering gage. Capt. 
Magin estimated that at its height 
there was a wind velocity of 120 miles 
an hour. 

A great wave swept over the bow 
of the vessel at midnight of the 6th. 
tearing out the shield, demolishing tbe 
marine telegraph, tearing away the 
starboard hawse port forward and 
smashing the windlass. It %ras then 
that the fear below decks, which had 
been continuous, arose to panic. 
Veaaela Detained By Storm. 
New York. Dec. 12.- Bringing re- 
ports of heavy seas and long contin- 
ued stormy weather, the ocean liners 
that were detained outside the bar by 
Satnrday'a asbw storm eama Into port 
Sunday morning. There were eight 
steamers. Including the New York, the 
Lucania, the Hanover and the Belgra- 
via In (his storm-bound fleet, and de- 
ayed on board them were 621 cabin 
passengers and 4,984 ateeraga pasaan- 
gera. 

The Lucania had a tempestuous voy- 
age of six days, six hours and 58 min- 
utes from Queensiowns, and was then 
delayed outside the bar Iti hours. 



Cynthlnna, Ky., Dec. 12.— Adam Jou- 
ett, a well to do farmer, aged about CO 
years, was shot and instantly killed 
by his son, Joe, Sunday. Thay lived 
about six miles west of town, near 
Breckinridge, this county. Joe was in 
the Philippine service until about a 
year ago, when he returned home. 
The deceased had been having con- 
siderable trouble in his family of lata, 
having sued hia wife tor gre»ar t y 
which he alleged baI(A§ed to htm and 
now in her possession. A divorce suit 
Is now pending In court between the 
father and mother of the assailant. 
Young Jouctt was badly beaten up 

about the face and body by hla father 
and la how in bM it fha hdrne of a 
ralative here in town. Bad feelings 
arid much trouble existed between the 
father on one side and the mother and 
two sons on the other side. The old 
man had an ungovernable temper and 
had many rahitiona la thia nA Grant 
comity who are prominent and highly 
respected. He had served n term of 
two years at the penitentiary at Frank- 
fort for killing a young man named 
Colvin in November, 1898, in this 
county. The sympathlaa ot tha com- 
munity, are with the son.

IS.— The annual 
report of Foatmaater General Robert 

J. Wynne was made public Sunday. It 
records a year of most successful ad- 
ministration. 

Postal revenues have inoreaaed. Sal- 
utary changes in the elaaatSeatlon of 
the maila have bean carried out great- 
ly to the benefit of the service. 
Amendments to regulations facilitat- 
ing tho handling of mercantile pack- 
ages in bulk have been put Into effect. 
At home and abroad postal facilitiea 
have been extended. Exchange of 
money- orders with foreign countries 
has been simplified ^d cheapened. 
Parcels-i>ost conventions w. i. . \i. nd- 
ed til Kuropean countries as an experi- 
ni< II' uiih Germany five years ago. 
1'hey have been extended to Japan and 
the British colony of Hong-Kong to 
meet changes of trade conditiona in 
the far east; also to Norway. 

Economy and strict accountability 
have been enforced in all branches of 
the service. While the so-called de- 
ficit of 18,779,492— that is to say, the 
excess of expenditures over receipts — 
Is greater by $4,219,447 than for the 
fiscal year 1903, it must be borne in 
mind that the exp< nditure authorized 
for the extension and maintenance ot 
the rural free delivery aanriee during 
the paat fiscal year waa |4,906JS7 
greater than tha preceding year. 

Reeemmendatlens. 

For facility of reference the chief 
reoommendatloas contained in thia re- 
port requiring action of congress to 
give them effect are here summarized : 
That proper legislation be enacted 
to acquire the title of block No. 324 
In tba eity of Washington, for tha purw 
poae of erecting an annex to the poat 
ofllce department building. 

An amcn(imenf to existing law so as 
to provide for the terniinat'on of offi- 
cial bonds of post office oRlcials. 

That third and fourth cla^s mail 
matter be consolidated at the rata of 
postage now paid on third clasa mail 
matter— 1 cent for each 2 oances. 

That considt rai ion Ije giv en to the 
recommendation that congress fix a 
rate of 3 cents per pound, or any frac- 
tional part thereof, on packages not 
exceeding 6 pounds mailed at the dis- 
tributing post oMoe of any rural freo 
delivery route for deiiv^ to a patron 
on said route. This to apply only ti> 
packages deposited at the local post 
ofllce for delivery to patrons on routes 
emanating from that office, and not to 
mail tranamlttad from one office to an- 
other. 

That the inter-Btote commerce law 
be amended to prohibit telegraph and 
express companies, or any of their em- 
[iloyi s, from aiding and abetting in 
the green-goods or lottery swindles or 
any other edbema carried on parttr 
by mall and partly by common carrier, 
in violatlbn of the postal laws. 

Assistant Attorney General. 

That the office of the assistant at- 
torney general for the post office de- 
partment be made presidential, and 
the salary attached thereto increased 
to L'l.OOO per annuu). 

That the appropriation of $5,000. 
provided for the paMlcation of iia 
opinions of the assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the post office department, be 
Increased to fl.^.oio 

That conaress consider the proprie- 
ty of granting an annuity to railway 
post office clerks who are permanently 
disabled in the line of duty. 

To provide penalties for the sending 
of dangerous or destructive objects or 
mtitter in the inaii'^ 

That penalty be provided for the use 
of counterfeit postmarking stamps for 
the improper certification of pension 
vouchers or for any other purpose. 

That the establishment or mainte- 
nance of private letter boxes without 
authori/ation of tho poet oAoe depart- 
ment be prohibited.
